FRENCH PAPERS, 

Another-arrival of French Paperstook place 
last night, by which we have become pusscssed 
of Paris Papers of so late a dateas to the 28th 
alt. ‘They are remarkabiy barren of intelli. 
genca, aad the wahuppy slaves of the Corsicth 
seem doomed te á voutinued state of ignoranee 
in regard to the important events that are how 
passing, and which so immediately concern 
their own interests. Dawn to the present 
moment they are utterly uninformed of the 
Yrupture of the Armistice, er the Austrian 
Declaration of War. ‘These tremendous 
events the Tyrant is obvicusly afraid to an. 
nounce to the People of France; and well he 
may ; for whenever they are disclosed to them, 
théy must'See that all the hopes with which 
the fell Despot has been buoying them up 
‘have been completely blasted; aud feel at the 
same time their deplorable state, while they 
abhor the auttior of their cruel destiny. 

All that is permitted to be made known in 
the Papers now before is, that there arc ac. 
counts from the Tyrant of the 21st of August, 
at which time he had left Goerlitz, but whea 
ther he had proceeded in advance into Silesia, 
or measured back a part of the steps he had 
before taken, we are left without the slightest 
means to ascertain. The ouly-coujeeture that 
can rationally be hazarded is, that had he 
found hianself in.a state to coutinne his move. 
ments in advance, he could have no motive 
for: concealing the fact; while the silence 
with respect to his present position would 
lead to the sapposition at least, that it has by 
no means been improted by the change, if he 
has not fonnd it'actually expedicht, from the 
inereased ‘formidabitity of his oppenents, to 
gbandon -his advanced: positions altogether, 
We see no reason; however, to conclude that 
any general battle has yet been fought, though 
our extracts from the French Papers furnish 
us with abundant proofs of the enemy’s ap- 
piehenmlole in regard to the result of the con= 

ict, In Saxony all is bustle and alarm; at 
Dresden stil} further, means of defence are 
deviging ; and the Saxon Diet is immediatcty 
to be convoked. “The Austrian , Ministers 
have left Wartzburgh and Frankfert; and 
these, together with the stoppage of the post 
from Vienna, are the only circumstances an- 
nouneed: from which the people: of. Frarce can 
infer that.even a misunderstanding prevails be. 
tween their Tyrant aad the Emperor of Ger- 
With respect to the defeat of. Soult, 
or the state of afäirs in the’ Pyrenees, the 
most perfect silence continues to be obterved 
by all the Papers But the people. will soon 
be undeceived; and Jet their wily oppressor 
tremble. for the consequence, 
“There is a long account of the celebration 
of Buonâpatte’s Birthday at Dresden ; but 
it would afforded no amusement to our readers.

—-bBuonaparte’s wife was to take her depar- 
ture from Paris, for Cherborgh, on Saturday 
or Suuday Jastz apart of her equipage and 
attendants had alrcady set out, 

The 70th Regt. is expected in Cork in the 
course of this week, for embarkation for 
Spain, The detachments of the Ast Battalions 
of the 23d, 40th, and Gist Regts, now IM 
Ireland, are also to be conveyed immediately 
to Port Passage. 

On Saturday morning last, was found dead 
in his bed.room, Mr, Jeremiah Stanniland, 
farmer, of Thorpe in the Follows, near Liu- 
coln, aged 60 years. Mr. Stanniland, for 
several weeks past, bad been in a low despond- 
ing way frequeutly complaining that his cattle 
would be lost for want of water, and that 
his corn was spoiled, and would not get into 
ear-— he Coroners Jury gave a verdict, 
that he heeged himself in a ft of insanity.

LETTER FROM AN OFFICER. 
lranzun, June 24. 
“€ No time for flourishes. We have complete 
ly defeated the cnemy after a very hard battle, 
Never was valour so generally couspicuous in 


an army as was displayed by every corps on 


this occasion—never was victory so complete. 
But Î leave youto gather particulars of the 
battle from the official dispatches and other 
correspoudence, meaning to confine my short 
epistle to events that followed the victory, 
Lauguage cannot describe the scene. It was 
tm possible even to conceive the comic incidents 
that occurred almost in the: same instant with 
the most frightful scenes of horror. 

“6'The moment that our brave fellows got 
possession of the enemy’s baggage ai! was riot— 
the army chest was forced, and the mén began 
to load themselves with bullion. To stop them 
was impossible. Some of the officers reported 


to the General that the men were plundering 


and carrfing off the money ,‚—* Let them,’ was 
the answer of his Lordship, “they have fought 
well and deserve all they can find, were it tén 
times more. 
“In other quarters the mon fouud zmong 
the baggage the wardrubes ofthe officers. In 
a moment they began to dress theuselves in the 
spoils—the appearance of these groups cannot 
be faneied : no masquerade ever presented guch 
ascene. All were not fortuuate enough to 
find Generals and officers.uniforms, for many 
of the chests were filled with Tsadies dresses ; 
no matter—all was employed to decorate thé 
men, who converted the dresses into cloaks, 
sashes, ézc. All the Seraglios of the oficers were 
taken. One Irish soldier, who.was notfortue 
nate euvugh to catch any of the dead lamber, 
possessed himself of a fine lively child belong. 
ing to one of the Ladies. A letter had been 
seut after the battte to inform the French 
that the women and children should experi

<< France, with theloss of fifteen thousand 
“men, including about four thousand 
 prisoners.

In the course of (he 
day the Dispatches were published in the 
Papers.
